SOME  CULTURAL  SUGGESTIONS 

Planting  Bulbs — Any  time  ground  is  in  good  condition  in  spring  plant  large  bulbs  about  four  inches  deep, 
and  not  less  than  four  inches  apart.  Smaller  bulbs  plant  a little  shallower.  Don’t  let  manure  come  in  contact 
with  bulbs.  Sunny  position  is  best. 

Cultivation — Keep  well  cultivated  and  well  watered.  Water  deeply  when  watering  and  not  so  often. 
Cultivate  frequently,  if  possible,  for  best  results. 

D igging — Dig  in  fall,  preferably  late  September  or  October.  It  is  best  to  dig  before  tops  are  killed  by 
frost.  Cut  off  tops  close  to  bulb  as  soon  as  dug.  Let  bulbs  cure  in  sun,  keeping  away  from  frost.  Store  in 
cool,  dry  place,  away  from  heat,  frost  and  moisture.  Keep  in  shallow  boxes,  if  possible,  and  stir  occasionally  to 
give  air. 

Cutting  Blooms — Leave  at  least  four  leaves  on  plant  in  cutting.  Cut  when  first  bloom  opens  and  spike 
will  bloom  to  tip.  Keep  water  fresh  and  every  day  or  two  cut  off  quarter  of  inch  of  stem.  When  cutting,  cut 
stem  with  slanting  slice.
